An Act was passed at the last session of 


CoBgress to relieve the Supreme Court of 
the United States, whose calendar is BO 
crowded that unless a case is advanced a 
decision cannot be reached in several 
years. This Act provides for nine Federal 
Appellate Courts, one ia each Circuit. 
These Courts are each to be composed of 
the Supreme Court Justice for the Circuit, 
the present Circuit Judge and a new Cir- 
cuit Jndge to be appointed by the Presi- 
dent by and with the consent of the Hen- 
ate. 
The Act aUo provides that two of the 


three Judges should form a quorum, and 
tbat when necessary one of ths District 
Judges might be called to preside lo jnuke 
that quorum. These new Courts are to be 
organized in June next and it was thought 
the Sennte would have to be convened in 
extra session to confirm the new Judges to 
be appointed by tbe President, but that is 
now deemed unnecessary. The Supreme 
Court Justices and tn« present Circuit 
Judges, will meet in Jane, organize the 
Courts and make the necessary rules for 
transacting business, and the President 
will have until December, when Congress 
convenes, to select men for the new Judge- 
ships. It is thought that Nevada will get 
one of the positions, as no citizen of the 
State has received an appointment to any 
Federal position outside tbe State under 
Harrison, bet as the Circuit embraces Cali- 
fornia, Oregon and Nevada, and the Ad- 
ministration baa no use for Nevada save to 
gat its three electoral votes, it is probable 
that a Californian or Oregouian will be 
nominated for Circuit Judge.

SHOW STORMS IN KANSAS,

WASHINGTON, March 25.—The Census 


Bureau gives tbe population of the South- 
ern Atlantic and Southern Central States 
and Missouri and Kansas as 23,875,259, of 
which 6,986,166 are negroes, 10,888 Chi- 
nese, Japanese and Indians, and the rest 
white. 
These States contain fifteen-six- 


teenths of -the colored population of the 
country. 
The census shows tbat the net 


gross are not increasing as fast as the 
whites. In 1830 there were nearly six ne- 
groes to ten white, but this population has 
been reduced to a trifle more than four' at 
he present date. The alleged abnormal 
norease of the colored population, as 
shown by the census of 1880, was due to 
defective enumeration.

LOSINQ FOl'UJLAKITY. 


Doting Governor L-iughton of Washing- 


ton was a few weeks ago one of tbe most 
popular men in the State. Now the news- 
papers say he has made himself very un- 
popular by the exercise of tbe veto power. 
A bill passed the Legislature providing 
tbat persons might recover damages of 
railroad companies for stock killed on 
their tracks. 
He vetoed the bill on the 


ground that it would be unjust to tbe 
railroad companies in the absence of a 
law requiring railroads to be fenced, and 
suggested the passage of an Act to compel 
the fencing of roads. 
The Legislature 


acted on the suggestion and passed such a 
bill, and Governor Laughton vetoed it. 
This started the press and the farmers after 
tbe Governor's scalp, and unless fortune 
tarns the tidu in his favor the grangers will 
defeat him in tbe next campaign. 


Laws Enacted by the California JL,egU- 


latnre.

SACBAMENTO, March 25.—Among the 


bills passed by the present Legislature and 
signed by the Governor, thus becoming 
laws, are the following bills: Amending the 
code in relation to the power of Courts in 
the matter of .punishing contempt cases; 
permitting electric railroads to be built and 
laid in any incorporated municipality; 
appropriating $300,000 for California pro- 
ducts at the World's Fair; permitting the 
appointment of women as notary pub1 ics; 
providing for submission to tbe people of 
the State the question of electing United 
States Senators by a direct vote of the 
people; creating a State Board of Phar- 
macy; requiring a year's residence in the 
Stute and ninety days' residence in tbe 
county btfore action for a divorce can be 
brought; making the office of State Printer 
elective; prohibiting the sale or furnishing 
of tobacco to persons under sixteen years 
of age; apportioning the State into Con- 
gressional Districts; creating a State Board 
of Arbitration; establishing a modification 
of the Australian ballot election sjstern; 
providing for submitting to a vote of the 
people the question of educational qualifi- 
cations for voters; providing for the re- 
funding of the bonded debt of the Slate; 
prescribing the competency and providing 
for the protection of witnesses testifying 
as to crimes against the elective franchise, 
and a bill prohibiting further coming of 
Chinese to the State. The General Appro- 
priation bill, which has not yet received 
the Governor's signature, is based npon 
purty pledge that the State tax shall not 
exceed a limit of fifty cents on each one 
hundred dollars of assessable property in 
the State, and the Governor has ihe power 
to veto any specific item without eovla ger- 
ing the fate of the *hole bill in order to 
keep the total appropriation within the re- 
quired limit.

fund for ihe payment of the bonds hereby 
authorized, the Board of Conimissioners 
of Washoe county is hereby empowered 
and directed to include in the levy in each 
year, commencing in the year eighteen 
hundred and ninety-two, for Reno town 
purposes, a tax upon the assessed value of 
all real and personal property, not exempt 
from taxation, within the limits of said

of their furnaces if they persisted in 
transgressing. A law was finally passed 
making it a capital offense to burn coal 
in the city, and only permitting it to be 
used by forges in the vicinity. It is 
stated that among the records in the 
tower of London a document was found 
according to which a man was hanged in 
the time of Edward I for no other crime 
thim having been caught burning coal. 
It took three centuries to entirely efface 
the prejudice.—Texas Sittings. 


The Hand Klsa. 


The kiss of the hand is undoubtedly 


ancient, and therefore is not derived 
from that of the lips, but probably the 
converse is true. 
The hand kiss is 


loosely asserted to be developed from 
servile obeisances in which the earth, 
the foot and the garments were kissed, 
the hand and cheek succeeding in order 
of time and' approach to equality of 
rank. But it is doubtful if ,that was the 
actual order, and it is certain that at 
the time when hand kissing began there 
were less numerous gradations of rank 
than at a later stage. 


Kissing of the hands between men ia 


mentioned in the Old Testament, also 
by Homer, Pliny and Lucian. The kiss 
was applied reverentially to sacred ob- 
jects, such as statues of the gods, as is 
shown by ancient works of art, and also 
among numerous etymologies by that 
of the Latin word "adoro," and it was 
also metaphorically applied by the in- 
ferior or worsliiper kissing his own hand 
and throwing the salute to the superior 
or statue.—Popular Science Monthly. 


California's Gold Treasure. 


Never in any other country has a change 


in the political dominion been followed 
so promptly by so marvelous an increase 
of wealth and population, of productive 
industry and general intelligence. Never 
did a province repay new masters more 
Liberally for their trouble in its acquisi- 
tion, nor did any other conquered terri- 
tory ever receive greaier benefit from 
conquest. The most notable instances 
in history of triumphant invasions re- 
warded with great sums of precious 
metal were those of Babylonia by Cyrus, 
of Persia by Alexander, of Mexico by 
Cortez, and of Peru by Pizarro—all pop- 
ulous empires, with wealth accumulated 
through centuiies of prosperity. Yet 
not one of them yielded to its conquerors, 
within a generation, BO much treasure as 
did desolate California to the Americans.
